nouriſhed by its proper Milk, diſſolved ina 
moiſt Balneo, and again coagulatcd and fixcd, 
as in the hrſt work, the tinging vertue of it 
will be always greater 3 ſo that indeed after 
the firſt abſolute work, one part will tinge 
an hundred of purged Mercury, or any other 
imperfe& Metal, in the ſecond ſolution by 
Lac Virgins, and the coagulation and hxati- 
on thereof; one part will tinge a thouſand, 
And thus time after time is our Mcdicine 
augmented and muiiltiplicd in quantity and 
quality, in vertue and weight.
